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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10-06-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant argument's directed to the 1 12 rejection is not 
sufficient to overcome the rejection because the specification also must show support 
for the complete feature, not only part of it. Applicant must show that the spring or 
rubber seal is arranged to be in resilient compression storing energy when the formation 
and complementary formation are coupled. The 112 rejection stands. 

2. As to applicant's argument that Beutler does not disclose certain features, 
because Beutler merely disclose loading a battery pack in place; the cited portion 
disclose more than that, Beutler disclose a releasing mechanism for a battery case, see 
for example col. 14, lines 40-42 "the battery pack 1704 is released allowing spring 1820 
and 1 821 to extend and urge the battery pack in the direction of the arrow since the 
compression biased urging mechanism is a spring pushing the case, the compression 
biased releasing mechanism is a button releasing a lock, and Fuhrmann disclose both, 
the combination of Fuhrmann and Beutler disclose the limitations of claim 1 . 

3. As to applicant's argument that Beutler does not disclose a mechanism whereby 
housings are urged apart, Beutler disclose a mechanism whereby the battery case is 
urged from the main case as explained above, thereby the combination of the 
references does disclose the above limitation. 

4. As to applicant's argument that the housing of Beutler are generally fixed 
together using a standard arrangement of male and female formation, that are not the 
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housing or case parts that the examiner relied for the rejection, please see the second 
paragraph of the present action.
